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Empty: parking goes 
unused for Olympics 


OLYMPIC parking? 
Dorchester has around 
5,000 to spare as drivers 
steer clear of the county 
town’s two park and ride 
sites for Weymouth and 
Portland’s Olympic sail¬ 
ing. 

On Sunday, the start of 
the sailing event, with Ben 
Ainslie appearing in two 
races, only a handful of the 
spaces were taken. 

On Monday with 
Britain’s best known sailor 
again in action there was 
little improvement. 

By the afternoon there 
were only around 20 cars 
at the Monkey’s Jump park 
and ride and less than that 
at Kingston Maurward. 

With a capacity of 2,600 
at Monkey’s Jump and 
2,635 at Kingston 
Mauward the use amounts 
to probably no more than 


one per cent. 

All road signs on every 
approach to Dorchester 
were advising the use of 
park and ride, or public 
transport to get into Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Organisers had geared up 
for the park and ride oper¬ 
ation to use between 60 
and 120 buses a day, with 
the capacity to run every 3 
to 5 minutes, if needed. 
Charges are advertised on 
one website at £10 per ve¬ 
hicle, although £12.50 on 
another. 

Staff at both Dorchester 
sites were left kicking their 
heels while a small fleet of 
brand new First buses 
which has been brought in 
for the park and ride oper¬ 
ation, remained in readi¬ 
ness for the rush which 
never came, their drivers 
chatting amongst them- 
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selves. 

In an hour from 2pm on 
Monday no buses left or 
arrived at the Monkey’s 
Jump site with more than 
five people onboard. 

Both sites are advertised 
online as being open from 
7.30am until 12.30am 
daily but the View From 
was told that the last bus 
back to the Kingston Mau¬ 
rward site from Weymouth 
would be 11pm, or earlier,

if there was no cars left in 
the park and ride by then. 

It is not known how 
much the two park and 
ride sites have cost, but 
both sites had around 10 
staff each on duty on Mon¬ 
day afternoon, which, 
even at minimum wage, 
will add up to well over a 
thousand pounds a day. 


Both sites are well 
equipped with toilets, 
flood lighting and signs 
and also equipped with 
special matting to avoid 
mud, in the event of rain. 
Toilet hire alone will prob¬ 
ably equal the cost of staff 
wages. 

Simon Williams, local 
manager for the London 



Organising Committee for 
the Olympic Games, said 
the transport arrangements 
were a question of 
“damned if you do and 
damned if you don’t”. 


He said the organisers 
would be open to criticism 
if they failed to provide 
enough spaces and open to 
criticism if they provided 
too many.

I'm pretty 
sure it went straight in the bin though as it wasn't par¬ 
ticularly flattering. My most recent was sat on top of 
Allington Hill this afternoon. I love the views from up 
there, looking across the countryside. 

■ WHAT tips or advice would you give to an aspiring 
photographer? 

I don't believe you can get enough advice when it 
comes to photography. Everybody sees the world dif¬ 
ferently and you can never stop learning.

His face after his disappointing dive in 
round 4 told a thousand stories as he realised his hopes 
for a medal were starting to fade. It's an image that will 
certainly stick in my mind. 

■ WHAT would your perfect day entail? 

It would be a lazy one! It's rare that I get to just switch 
off, so being able to wake up somewhere in the south 
of France in the summer and just watch the world go 
by, trying the local produce and watching the sun go 
down with a nice cold beer would be amazing. I'm a 
man of simple pleasures! 

■ IF you could ask anyone from history for a pint or 
a dinner party who would they be? 

That's easy, Johnny Cash, no contest! I know it sounds 
a bit of a cop out considering the entire history of the 
human race but he had such an amazing life and his 
music is full of passion, love, loss, and is just awesome. 
I'd sit down, have a beer with him and just shoot the 
breeze all day long.

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Museum shows Olympic 
medals of military men 


THE Keep Military Museum in Dorch¬ 
ester is showing off some of the Olympic 
Medals won by service personnel from 
the Dorsetshire Regiment including the 
last London Olympic Games in 1948 and 
two from the 1912 Olympic Games in 
Stockholm. 

“Servicemen and women have over the 
last 116 years since the Modern Olympics 
started, competed as individuals and as 
teams and in addition, many have been in¬ 
volved in the management and training of 
competitors both military and civil,” ex¬ 
plains curator Colin Parr. 

“We’re very proud to be putting these 
medals on display. Our display also in¬ 
cludes some of the modern day service¬ 
men and women who are taking part in 
the 2012 Games.” 

Lieutenant Charles Edward Stewart, 
Dorsetshire Regiment, competed in the 
pistol competition at the 1912 Olympics 
in Stockholm winning an individual 
Bronze Medal and a Team Bronze Medal. 
His two medals are on display in the mu¬ 
seum. 

Lt Stewart served through the 1914 - 18 
war and retired as a Lieutenant Colonel. 

There is also a wonderful photograph of 
Lieutenant Stewart pistol shooting in 
1912. 

Lieutenant Colonel OGW White DSO 
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OBE, Commanded 2nd Battalion, The 
Dorsetshire Regiment in Burma in 1944. 

He had always been a committed sports¬ 
man and despite the Second World War 
upsetting his training regime, he retained 
a keen interest in Modern Pentathlon. 
Post war he soon found himself managing 
the British Pentathlon Team leading to the 
London Olympics in 1948. 

Lt Col OGW White, along with col¬ 
leagues from his own Regiment was in¬ 
strumental in the organisation of the 
London Olympiad Modern Pentathlon 
event. 

He was selected to lead the Great 
Britain Team out at the opening cere¬ 
mony. 

In 1956 he was again at the head of the 
Pentathlon Team at the Melbourne 
Olympic Games. His two Bronze medal¬ 
lions are on display in the museum. 

The medals will be on display at the 
Museum throughout the summer. 

The Keep Military Museum is on Brid- 
port Road in Dorchester and is open from 
Monday to Saturday, 10am to 5pm.

traffic chaos and lack of 
parking in Weymouth was 
putting people off, he said 
that there was no doubt the 
transport plans had re¬ 
lieved potential problems 
and the experience of most 
people had been that get¬ 
ting in and out of Wey¬ 
mouth had not proved 
difficult. 

He credited this to the 
transport plans which had 
been put in place. 

“It was an unknown 
quantity. We are in that 
place where you could be 
damned if you do, and 
damned if you don’t. 

“If there hadn’t been 
that messaging and if peo¬ 
ple had come, and caused 


congestion, and 

Olympians hadn’t been 
able to get through, then 
one could have imagined 
the criticisms that there 
would have been then. 

“The message is that 
there is no delays no mat¬ 
ter from which direction 
you come.” 

Dorset County Council’s 
Environmental Services 
Director, Miles Butler, 
said the transport system 
had to be designed to cope 
with expected maximum 
demand which he said, 
could still happen, as 
British sailing medal 
chances improved. 

“We had to build a trans¬ 
port system which could 
cope with that capacity,” 
he said.

FAMILY and friends of a Dorset County Hospital patient 
have raised £1,000 to mark the Golden Wedding Anniver¬ 
sary he may not have celebrated. 

Doug Leak suffered a heart attack in 2009 and he was 
told he was lucky to be alive following his admission to 
Dorset County Hospital. 

A year later he again suffered chest pains and this time 
had a stent fitted at the Dorchester hospital. 

At the time of the first attack Doug and his wife Myrtle 
were visiting family in Liverpool, and rather than disrupt 
their plans to fly home via Southampton the next morn¬ 
ing, he waited until they got back before going to see his 
GP and being admitted to Dorset County Hospital. 

“It’s not something we would recommend,” said Dr Tim 
Edwards, clinical director of cardiology at Dorset county 
Hospital. 

When the time came for their golden wedding anniver¬ 
sary in March this year, they told their numerous invited 
guests not to bring gifts, but to make a donation to the 
unit. 


The grand total came to £965, to which Doug and Myr¬ 
tle added £35 to make a round £1000 which was donated 
to Dr Edwards and Susanna Merewether, cardiac rehab 
specialist nurse, when Dr Edwards visited Blandford 
Community Hospital for one of his regular clinics. 

“I have nothing but praise for the team which saved my 
life,” said Mr Leak.

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Councillor writes open letter to 
WDDC leader asking questions 


■ AN open letter to the leader of West 
Dorset District Council (WDDC), Robert 
Gould. 

Following the report drawn up by the 
council's external auditors (KPMG) with its 
three recommendations on the need for the 
council to be "more pro-active" with both 
members and the public, many of us are 
now expecting news on the progress of 
phase two of the Charles Street project. 

We clearly recall the confidence expressed 
in your earlier literature, mischievously re¬ 
issued just before the district council elec¬ 
tions in May 2011, "The district council 
offices are a crucial part of the Charles 
Street development which represents £60 

million worth of private investment.it 

will bring 660 new jobs.a rare and ex¬ 
citing opportunity.breathe new life 

into Dorchester.helping West Dorset 

emerge strongly from the recession". 

KPMG's report was presented to, and ac¬ 
cepted without question by WDDC's Audit 
and Governance Committee on May 28th 
2012. At that meeting the chief executive 
promised that an updated report on Phase 
Two of the Charles Street development 
would be produced "in two months" (ie by 
the end of July 2012). 

At the full council meeting held on July 
5th the chief executive informed members 
that this report would not now be com¬ 
pleted before "the autumn". 


I believe the council tax payers of West 
Dorset have a right to know now what is 
happening with reference to Phase Two of 
the Charles Street development, not least of 
all as it is their £15 million which is paying 
for the new offices, library and adult educa¬ 
tion centre which comprises Phase One. 

If a report is not to be issued until "the au¬ 
tumn" may we at least have an answer to 
the following critical questions: 

1. Do Simons (the Council's chosen devel¬ 
oper) now own the whole of the site for 
Phase Two including the north east corner 
currently occupied by the community 
church? If not, how can there possibly be 
any comprehensive development of Phase 
Two ? 

2. Outline planning permission for Phase 
Two has already been granted. Before work 
can commence however "detailed" propos¬ 
als must be submitted. What stage has been 
reached with these detailed designs and 
when may the public get the chance to 
comment on them? 

3. How are Simons currently promoting 
Phase Two of this scheme given the ab¬ 
sence of a website, a brochure or any kind 
of model? 

4. I understand that Phase Two will go 
ahead when and if there are sufficient com¬ 
pleted pre-lets of the various units within 
the development. What is the current state 
of the pre-lettings for Phase Two? 


5. What has happened to the £250,000 
loan of our money to Simons"to assist them 
in their planning submission"? 

6. Have Simons yet raised the money to 
fund this development and, if so, on what 
terms? The answer to this question is partic¬ 
ularly important as it appears they may not, 
as yet, have even acquired the whole of the 
site. 

7. Where are the designs and planning ap¬ 
plication for the new Community Church to 
be sited at the southern end of Trinity 
Street? Surely this must be completed and 
occupied before Phase Two can begin? 

8. Has WDDC signed an agreement with 
the county council regarding the latter's oc¬ 
cupation of a new Dorchester Library and 
Adult Education Centre? 

As both a council tax payer and as an 
elected District councillor, I believe the peo¬ 
ple of West Dorset deserve answers to these 
important questions. 

Furthermore, as the KPMG report clearly 
states, it will be cheaper and more efficient 
for the council to be open, honest and 
transparent in answering these legitimate 
public questions than for officers'time to be 
wasted dealing with these questions over 
and over again as they are asked by differ¬ 
ent individuals at different times.

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Fire wardens introduced on heathland 


DORSET’S heathland is at risk from urban 
attacks after drying out after heavy rains ear¬ 
lier in the year. 

The county’s Urban Heath Partnership is 
asking people to be alert and proactive in re¬ 
porting any suspicious behaviour or fires. 

The group says fire reports should be made 
by using 999 with as much information as 
possible; or by using 101 or local wardens to 
report any antisocial behaviour. It is also re¬ 
minding people that it is not safe to light bar- 
beques or camp fires on any heathland site. 

Gaynor Mant, community safety education 
officer at Dorset Fire and Rescue said: “As 
the schools’ summer holidays have arrived 
young people are out of school and looking 
for things to do to keep them busy, the lighter 
evenings encourage more people outside and 
there is a trend that the number of deliber¬ 
ately set fires on the heathland increases. 

“I cannot stress enough how important it is 
to take extra care when enjoying our heaths 
and open areas. 

“If you are a smoker, extinguish them fully 
before disposing of them - never ever just 
throw them away lit, similar to throwing 
them out from car windows - the result could 
be 50 or 100 firefighters tackling the subse¬ 
quent blaze.” 

She says that heathland wardens at the 
scene of a fire will be wearing official orange 
tabards with the Heathland Warden written 
on them provided by Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service and says that if you are given direc¬ 
tions by a firefighter or a warden in an orange 
tabard those instructions should be followed. 

Anyone caught starting a fire on a heath 
will be prosecuted whether it is a case of de¬ 
liberate arson or neglect, for example an

The Advocacy on the Wards project will 


target a group of people that have never 
been offered advocacy services before. 

“We aim to make a real difference to in¬ 
dividual older people struggling with the 
effects of cancer on their lives. 

“We will support people to speak out 
and get their views heard on decisions re¬ 
lating to treatment and care,” said a 
spokesperson for the organisation. 

Advocacy on the Wards is now trying to 
recruit people aged 50 plus who have ex¬ 


perienced cancer, to train as volunteer ad¬ 
vocates for cancer patients. 

The advocates will help the person they 
support to understand the information 
available to them, and to make sure their 
needs and wishes are heard.

Three defeats in a row for Dorchester 


DORSET FUNERAL PLAN LEAGUE 
Premier Division 

DORCHESTER 1st XI fell to their third consecutive 
defeat after a superb innings of 92 from league lead¬ 
ers Wimborne & Colehill's skipper Andy Hayward 
took the game away from Dorchester, who had re¬ 
duced their visitors to 32-3. 

James Dunham (2-42) and two wickets from Dan 
Belt (4-65) had given the county town optimism of 
getting back to winning ways, but Hayward found an 
ally in Ashley Collison (43) and they took control as 
they added 87 for the fourth wicket.
